^OLD, ha If‘Starved refugees from the Algerian 
war--250,006 of them—are In urgent need of 
help. 

The Society of Friends, one of the world’s few 
group* of practical Christians, is collecting blan¬ 
kets and clothing to send to Algeria and Tunisia. 

Mrs. I. M. Vallance, 4137 Glanford Avenue, 
Victoria, relief secretary for the Quakers, has sent 
me an appeal. 

More than half the refugees living in holes and 
lean-tos are children under 14. Rita Morgan, of the 
Quaker refugee committee in North Africa, tele¬ 
graphed home to headquarters as follows: 

“In our visit to refugees in frontier areas have 
observed rapidly deteriorating conditions. With 
approach of winter prospects desperate. Urge im¬ 
mediate shipment blankets. Purchase if specJial 
funds available. Urgent need.” 


In a following letter, Rita Morgan states: “I 
have just come from the frontier visiting encamp¬ 
ments there—Awhile cannons w'ere booming (on‘ the 
Algerian side). The condition of the people is so 
pitiful that I can find no words to tell you. And I 
have had experience with the Arab refugees in Gaza 
‘ ‘ * .and before that with Greek refugees. These are in 
far worse condition. Many will surely die.” 

These refugees have fled to Tunisia and Mor¬ 
occo from the fighting in Algeria. They are living 
in caves and holes in the mountains, where night 
temperatures drop below freezing. Many families 
have only one blanket, or none. 

The Friends* Service Committee needs 100,000 
blankets at once for the refugees. 

Four dollars will buy a blanket. Donations may 
• > be sent to Mrs. Vallance. at her home, or to the 
Friends’ Meeting House, 1831 Fern Street 


Rita Mor^n and Frank Hunt reported as fol* 
lows on a visit to an Algerian refugee commuhity; 

“There w’ere about 4.000 people here living 
among the trees in mud and twig ... huts. The men, 
mostly old, lined up and some stepped forward to 
greet us. The children were lined up on another side 
and the women gradually came out of the trees and 
huts. 

“All were thin and haggard looking. Thfere 
were signs of extreme malnutrition on practically 
all the children they saw ... sores, hair falling out, 
thin, thin . . . 

“One little girl held my hand so tightly—-she 
tried so hard to make herself understood in Arabic 
—that tears came info her eyes. When I had to say 
goodbye to her she let my hand go and stood look- 
mg into my face with such tragic eye* that it will be 
a long time before I forget them. 

“Most had no shoes .. . The children seemed to 
have only one item of clothing to cover their naked¬ 
ness ... No underwear, only a cotton cover which 
was a piece of rag ... 

'The children coughed and had red eyes and 
running noses. We all came away with flea* and flea 
bites ,..” 

Later they visited another camp where condi¬ 
tions were even w’orse. “The physical condition of 
the people was terrible to see. Children were being 
carried about, too weak to walk—with tiny arms all 
bone—and hardly able to hold up their heeds—at 
five or six years of age. Sores, scaling skin, swollen 
bellies, hair falling out ...” 

Think about those thing* as you roll into your 
comfortable bed tonight.

What the poll disclosed was 
that a middle income wedding, 
in Tennessee, at any rate, 
costa anywhere from $1,000 
to $2,000^ probably closer to 
^,00D—end is a heavy strain 
on many a hard • pres.^ 
father. 

The expense figures covered 
invitations, dress, decorations, 
ceremony and reception. Some 
optional items included were 
use of a wedding consultant, 
a rehearsal dinner, a lunch 
for the brldeemaids and aerv- 
ices of a photographer.

The average total cost of 
the ceremony ranged from 
$1,300 to $1,400. Of that sum.

On top of this, 
the week before Christmas is prob¬ 
ably the worst time in all the year 


in which to convince ratepayers that 
they should vote for .something in¬ 
volving the expenditure of a great 
deal of money. 

Those considerations aside, how¬ 
ever.. the resistance encountered in 
Saanich further demonstrates grow¬ 
ing dissatisfaction with the high and 
steadily increasing cost of education. 
The ratepavers througli the polls can 
|do nothingio express their views on 
the cost of boerating the schools, but 
they can when a money bylaw is 
presented. They have it in their 
power then under the present system 
of financing capital projects to halt 
^ all new school constmetion. 

If the day comes when enough of 
them decide to do that, the province 
may be compelled whether it likes 
it or not to review' the whole field of 
education finance. If the ratepayere 
should continue to say “no” the local 
boards would be powerless to proceed 
and only the Province could work 
out a .solution to the problem of 
accommodation. 


Evolution in Russia 


A FORMER Sov'iet diplomat is 
credited with .saying that pro- 
ces.ses now at w-ork in Russia will 
lead to a democratic system. The 
/ same thought has been expreared by 
many others and It has human ex¬ 
perience and logic behind it. All 
peor»ie as their evolution develops 
seek a more equitable distribution of 
material things and a greater voice 
in their own affairs. Different though 
It has been, the histoiy of the West¬ 
ern nations followed this pattern. 

Russia continued the serfdom 
of Czarism when the Bolshevilcs 
took over in 1917. There w'as no 
difference for many years from the 
totalitarian tyranny to w'hich they 
had long been accustomed: it took a 
new form hut it was essentially the 
name kind of despotism. A change 
was inevitable if Russia was to 
emerge from its slough of backward¬ 
ness. and this has been most marked 
in the postwar years. Materially in 
fact the Russian adv'ance has been 
phenomenal, and amply reflected in 
the recent technoiogical iuccesses of 
its spa^ experiments. 


No nation can go forward to in- 
* flucnce and_ power in the modem 
world without education i>ecoming 
w idespread and inten.slve, and with¬ 
out a lessening of oppressive condi¬ 
tions of life. These factors are now 
of)ei'ating in Russia toda.v. Politic¬ 
ally the Ru.ssiaas may be in what to 
the West is a bondage, but socially 
and intellectually the leaven of ease¬ 
ment is altering the totalitarian pat¬ 
tern. It was bound to do so if Russia 
were to progress; slavery produces 
neither great men nor a great nation. 

Freedom as we enjoy it may \ye 
some time off for Rus.sians. but a near 
approach to Western conditions of life 
seemt inevitable. A form of democ¬ 
racy differing, perhaps from some 
Western concepts but approximating 
them is likely to eventuate as the 
Russian people move upwards from 
%'enturies of oppres.sion. It may be 
in this. In fact, that the chief hone 
for the peace of the world rests; 
assuming that the atom bomb ran be 
averted while such evolution reaches 
Its fruition. 


Victoria’s Warm Response 


I F there is one day that Victoria 
has .set:^side dnd celebrated well 
through the 116 years of its existence 
as a growing community it is Christ- 
ma.s. Both for deep religious sig¬ 
nificance and as a time of the year 
when the home is uppermost in all 
men’s minds. It is a day apart. As 
the last three weeks have shown, the 
community Is preparing for the occas¬ 
ion In Its own way and in traditional 
style. There has been no more im¬ 
pressive response by the public than 
the many suc^sses reported by those 
engaged in welfare and charitable 
efforts appropriate to the season. 
Hanpily these efforts are co-ordinated 
and designed to reach out to every 
Individual. 

This vear there is a realization 
that, while business conditions have 
improved, there are still .some homes 
which may be looking back, not on a 
year of plcntv hut the reverse, 
insofar as society can guard against 
that or help in its alleviation, esnec- 
ially where there are small children, 
this need has been widely recognized 
and-is now In a fair way to he met. 
With four days to go, it is the last- 


minute details which remain for the 
completion and rounding out of many 
weeks of thoughtful preparation. 

As customary in a garri.son town, 
Victoria is finding its armed .services 
are giving a right hearty lift to al? 
charitable endeavors. They are en¬ 
tertaining at children’s and other 
parties of their ow'n. Notwithstand¬ 
ing that, the community has a duty 
too. to see to it that no man in uni¬ 
form need-he friendless or alone on 
Christmas Day. 

In the .same vein hut a different 
cogncctiorj. Victoria should be alert 
to civilian strangers within its midst, 
those newly arrived from other land.s 
where in some instances they left 
relatives and lifelong friends behind 
them to make their way In a new 
country. The most difficult to help 
are those who are having initial 
troubles with the language; taking 
offence where it is not intended or 
finding it bard to understand the cus¬ 
toms of the land of their adontion. 
A snecial effort should he devoted to 
bringing encouragement into such 
homes this year.

Swariz Bay wiil sa>e the ferry maybe two miles, .say 
10 minutes’ running time, and for that the public wttl have 
to drive tn extra four miles over a tortuous i-oad congested 
with traffic from .Salt Spring.

I’nder the leadership of* Hon. Howaid fireen, Canada 
chalked up a fair score at the recent CN session.

Is he not going out on a 
limb here? 

Meanwhile, from Kurope Mr. Green tells us that Can¬ 
ada won’t be "preaching" to the French on their NATO 
responsibilities. Here I differ with Mr. Green. Why 
shouldn't we call de Gaulle to accaunt for French welsh¬ 
ing on NATO? Why should Canada, or any other country 
for that matter, be expected to keep troops In Europe when 
one of the chief Kuropean states refuses to do so? And 
If the Soviet military threat calls for the continued 
presence of Canadian troops in Europe are we not entitled 
to full garrl.Hon support on the part of the French at all 
times? These are hardly unrea.sonable questions for us to 
ask of our ally. 

The current NATO meet In Paris Is showing to an 
alarming degree the weakness and vacillation of the 
M'est. We are badly In need of leadership today. At a time 
when the alliance should be showing maximum cohesion 
It appeara to be falling apart. Thia is not the road to peace 
with our wily adversary.

Good Reason for Warmups 


By J. T. JONES I 

Last week, in case you’ve' 
forgotten, wt bought you a 
brand new Axiomatic Eight 
and told you how you could 
baby It into nmning 100,000 
miles without major repairs. 

Mainly, the topic was break 
tng-in an engine -go easy anJ 
watch for sudden heat 1 trust 
everything has gone smoothly. 

A few readers have com¬ 
mented on the IS-minute warm¬ 
up I recommended for new 
cars. But there’s a reason for 
It—in fact several. 

When an engine sits kUe. the 
oU gradually trickles down 
through various passages into 
the sump. This leaves workii\g 
surfaces without much protec¬ 
tion-a little, mind you. but 
Just a film of oil that won t 
stand up to heavy work lor 
long. 

As soon as the engine Is 
started, the oU pump gets go¬ 
ing and the life blood starts to 
flow—sluggishly, if things art 


really cold. It takes time for 
it to get where It's needed 
worst, and in that Ime hope¬ 
less damage can be done If 
the moving parts are rough 
enough to break through that 
thin residual film of oil. 

And what do we find In new 
engines? Slightly rough parts. 
So the thing to do is run the 
engine gently until there's lots 
of lubrication in bearings, 
valve gears and cylinders. 

Cylinders of a cold engine 
face another danger. HMvy 
use of the choke sprays rsw 
gasoline into the intake mani¬ 
fold. and unevaporated fuel in 
the upper cylinder dilutes any 
oil It meets. Heavy choking is 
necessary to get power out of 
a cold engine. Don’t ttry. Just 
use enough to keep It running 
at a fast idle until the mani¬ 
fold heats up enough to evapo¬ 
rate the gasoline properly, 
e e e 

You’ve bought more than 
Just an engine, though. Your 


whole car Is new. and the 
general rules for breaking in 
the engine apply to the whole 
machine. 

Springs, for example, may 
have internal stresses that 
should be worked out It 
doesn’t do a, new car—or any 
car—a bit of harm to drive on 
a rough road as long as you 
don’t go too fast. Too fast may 
mean 10 miles an hour some- 
Umes, but tlm simple Job of 
bouncing pon^rously up and 
down for a few miles is what 
springs do best 

A series of short Journeys 
over mildly lumpy road is 
quite ip order. It not only 
exercises the springs but runs- 
in the shock absorbers Just 
like engine cylinders. If you 
stay on smooth blacktop, these 
will be properly worked In 
only for a fraction of their 
travel, and a sudden change 
j to rough roads at faster 
speeds can play hob with the 
treat of their length.

Kindness Can Kill

HOIJSEPI^NT CHABT (F.E R.. 
Victori«)~Your suggMtion ol putting 
out a simple chart'showing the basic 
care of various houseplants is a good 
one—all but the timetable for water¬ 
ing. Houseplants should NETVER be 
watered on a fixed schedule, for their 
needs are changing constantly, and 
it is quite wrong to fill up the teapot 
every morning after breakfast and 
make the rounds, giving each plant a 
dollop of water. 

Make the rounds every day. by all 
means, but test the soil first and 
don’t give any water unless the plant 
actually nee^ It. The roots must 
have air, which they cannot get In 
a potful of squelchy mud. and more 
plants are killed by kindness and 
overwatering than ever died through 
neglect. 

I’ll look into the chart idea and 
see what I can do. 

DISUSED WATER TANK (A.E. 
W.S.. Cobble HlU)-by sinking your 
old concrete water tank up to its rim 
in the ground, you could moke • very 
pretty ornamental pool from it. with 
aquatic plants and possibly a few 
goldfish. You would need an over¬ 
flow outlet from it piped to a sump 
or a drainage ditch, of course, other¬ 
wise it would probably overflow dur¬ 
ing the winter rains. 

Another possible use would be as 
a coldframe. The three-foot six-inch 
depth would make it considerably 


higher than the conventional* frame, 
but the excess depth could be filled 
up with coarse cinders or gravel for 
drainage, and if it is within conven¬ 
ient distance from an electric power 
source, you could incorporate a soil- 
heating cable. Such a frame, with 
bottom heat controlled by a thermo¬ 
stat. is a most valuable addition to 
any garden. 

HOUHEPtANT BUl.BS (M.F.T.. 
Wellington)—It is possible to force 
the tuberous begonia and bring it into 
blcwm in the late winter, but It is 
naturally a summer bloomer and has 
a marked dista.ste for the warmth 
and dry air of a furnace heated home. 
For indoor winter bloom. 1 think you 
would have much more satisfastory 
results from the fibrous - rooted 
Begonia Gloire de Lorraine and 
similar varieties which bloom natur¬ 
ally in the winter. 

Amaryllis bulbs can be potted up 
any time between December and 
March, the sooner, the better. Pot 
with half the bulb iticking up above 
the soil surface, and water very spar 
ingly until topgrowth appears. 

Chrysanthemums tan be forced 
into bloom at any season of the year, 
but the technique of forcing involves 
Juggling ..with the hours of daylight 
and darkness in such a way as to fool 
the plant Into thinking it is autumn, 
and this is a bit too complicated for 
the average home. 


The most consistent bloomers , 
among the houseplants are the 
African violet jmd Impatiens-Pa¬ 
tience Plant or Busy lizzie. 

LAWN TROUBLES (J.C.F.. Vic^ 
toria»—The untlTrifty grass and the 
invasion of moss in your new front 
lawn would indicate that either the 
drainage is poor or the soil im¬ 
poverished. If, as you say, there is 
considerable gravel in the soil, I think 
we can rule out the poor drainage. 
Gravel is all to the good did you 
ever notice the way in which grass 
Insists upon invading a gravel pa^h 
or driveway? 

Chemical plant food would give 
temporary l*elief. but for long-term 
improvement you will have to In¬ 
crease the humus content in the soil 
I suggest that you have it aerated in 
the spring—punched full of holes 
and follow this up with a dressing 
of very old rotted manure or spent 
mushroom soil. Supplement this with 
a good lawn food such as Golden 
Vigoro, 3 lbs. per 100 square feet in 
March, and again in July. 

SKINNY PARSNIPS (E.A.It. Sid 
ney)—The poor root development¬ 
al! tops and no bottoms—in your , 
parsnips sounds like too much of the 
wrong kind of fertilizer. A plant food 
formulated for lawns will often cause 
this effect in root crops. 

A good dose of superphosphate 
should bring the soil back into bal¬ 
ance, about a cupful per square yard.

One year In sports is much like any other but 
decades are different. A decade can be viewed in per¬ 
spective. and each has a character of its own. “The 
Era of Wonderful Nonsen.se.’* Westbrook Pegler called 
the Twenties, turning a wryk* mellow’ gaz^ ^ck on the 
days of his youth, which were also the days of Babe 
Ruth and Bill Tilden and Bobby Jones and Jack Demp- 
aey and Gene Tunney and Red Grange and Earle Sande 
and the young Eddie Shore*. 

No P#^ler applied so apt a term to the dizzy, depr^esslon- 
ridden thirties. It was a time of dance marathons and 
endurance nights and flagpole sitters and walkathons. when 
crouds flocked to Yankee Stadium to see Jim London pin Ray 
Skeele with his "unconscious hold." It was Dizzy Dean's 
<lh:ade and Carl HubheU's. the age of Primo Camera and 
■iony Galento and Pepper Martin and Gene Sarazen and Je.sse 
Owens and Don Budge, of a young fighter named Joe Louis 
Ad a shy. inarticulate rookie from California named 7oe~ 
OiMaggio. 

Ted Williams batted .40fi as the forties unrolled, and 
heloie the era ended it produced Doc Blanchard and Glenn 
Davis. Stan Musial and the incomparable Chggago Bears 
and the matchless Eddie Arcaro. Mostly, though, it was a 
time of waj, when a one-armed outfielder starred for the 
American League champions. 

Now the fifties wind to a close, and United Press Inter¬ 
national submits a list of the decade’s top sports stories. It 
cannot escape attention that two of the ten are designated as 
outright "scandals," one ie at least partly phony, and two 
others leave an unpleasant taste In memory. It was a decade 
of disillusion. 

Dark Brown Memories 

PromineiWven the list are the college basketball sell-outs 
of 1931-S2 and the so-called "cribbing scandal" that wrecked 
West Point’s football team. 

Ranked fifth in significance is the statement that "Russia 
eutacored the United States in the 1956 Olympics." which

From Amaaan to Ibe border, all 
we saw were miles of soktiers, mtliiar>' trucks, 
tanks and planes on a desert land that Jordan 
made no effort to cultivate. In Jordanian Jem- 
saiecn is a magnificent honwtal whidi Israel owns 
but cannot use. She is building another great 
one, however. If only Joitlan would use her en¬ 
ergy eonjst luctnely for heij^ miaermble country! 

‘‘Israel la not a viable state,** say the Arabs. 
They maintain that if Israel cannot grow, then 
her whole existence loses meaning. So far from 
having reached the saturation point, hotvever. it 
is astimated that Israel can support easily tw'ioe 
her present population of two millions. In Jesus' 
time, the Roman ^nsus listed five million in Pal¬ 
estine. 

But the neglect of the soil led te erosion. The 
Bedeuin raids discouraged the farmers further. 
The terraces were destroyed. The Arabs distrib¬ 
uted land in strips runnbtg from hill top to val1e\', 
which type of farming increased erosion. The 
rivenPfatne up into the valleys and brought ma- 
bria. decimating the population. But in the time 
of Christ Syria must have had 15 million and 
Meeopotamla 25 million. The Arabs. howe\w. 
have been leaderlesa. discouraged, and shiftless. 
Now here in Uraei with teaching and encourage¬ 
ment. th#i^ are entire Arab communities showing 
amaxlng industry and revolutionary methods of 
farming. 

What a contrast Israel la to hs Aiab neigh- 
bers* Hete is a Garden of Fden truly. 1 wanted 
to talk to people, but the Israelis insisted 1 see 
for myself. They put me in a car with a chauf¬ 
feur celled “Sam** who knew’ e%’er>’thing about 
everything. Where%'er I wanted to go we went, 
Wc iTiss-crosstd Israel from one comer to an¬ 
other. from Jerusalem to Nazaieth. from kibtouta 
to factory, from Acre to the Negev. W‘e stood on 
Mt. Carmel aiuf looked down on the loveliest view 
of a city I have even .see Haifa 15 yeeis ago had 
a population of .*15,000. Today it has more than 
200.00ti. with,modern buildings of gieej beauty. 

It bustles wifh indu.strial and activ¬ 

ity. It produjcee 100 inch pipe, the largest In the 
world. We stood on Getvasereth, “The Garden 
of the Prince.** and on “Jetrael.** **the Spirit of 
God.” the rwmw describing what thev- once were 
and what Israel has made of them once again.

On the other hand it can be con¬ 
tended that the day of the nation state is past 
Out of a desert there has been created a rich 
civilization. When one thinks of the huge giantf i 
sent to Jordan and Greece, of the enormous aid to 
Turkey w’hose wrhole army, navy and air force art 
supplied by the West, of the loans now* given to i 
Egypt, with various other aid. one wonders If I 
Israel is not the only truly viable state in that * 
region of the world. Certainly it is the only i 
free one. |

whole family c'ould be seim on Sunday afternoons, walking w'ith bent heads 
along the lava flow-covered beach, pausing frequently to pick up rocks and 
test them with moistened forefinged for carving possibilities. (This cluir- 
•acterlstk* at'rion is tlie sure way of idenlifyng the confirmed “rock hound’’; 
it U possib e that some people may lick beach pebbles to overcome a salt 
deficiency, but it's a remote chanc-e). 

KOi K HOrNDINO, like most hobbies, leads to the acquiring of 
•quipment. and to the conversion of paii of the basement as a w'orkshop. 
Mrs. Mai'fntvre uses a diamond saw. operated electrically and run in a 
bath of oil. to shape h^r agates into suitable pieces for setting into Jewelry. 
Unlike manv a home workshop saw, it is not a potential menace to fini^ers. 
lor the cutting edge is rounded. The only hazard to the operator is that of 
forgetting to lower the guard which curves just over the' saw to retain the 
oil. When this happens, not only the saw but the lapidary ais well gets 
thoroughly doused with a bath of oil. It is a mistake th|it is usually made 
only once. For the hands, however, the fine sprav of oil! around and ab<>ve 
the guard acts as a softening agent and an antidote for| the dr>'ing of the 
abrasives, tin oxide, and such, used in the grinding and polishing processes. 

Once the rock has been cut to the approximate size desii'ed, it is 
attacheil with sealing wax to a tool kno.W'n as a dop-stick and ground to the 
aKape it will have when finished. The grinding wheel must have waler 
running on it all through this operation. Once this has bi*en accomplislied, 
polishing pi»K*ceds on a wheel to which progressively finer emery sandllng 
strips are attached. Because of the danger of heat breaking the stones, 
grinding a:.d polishing can be done for only a very short time. For this 
reason, a stone is attached to each end of tlie dop-stick. and sevetal are 
prepaiiNl in ihfs way so that work on them may be alternated to allow 
them to cool between times. 

SO>IF orKR-4TOBS like to follow th^ emery polishing with, furtlier 
refining on a felt wheel, but Mrs. Maclntyr^ beUeves (and the quality of 
her wotk bears out her contention) that the final polishing on the hide of 
a cowhide \^heel can follow thg emery immediately without the need of a 
felt wheel. 

The agate to be finished on the leather wheel U Kept coated with a 
paste of tin oxide. 

The enjoyment of polished atones is naturally enhanced by being 
able to use them as ornament, so most bobbvist lapidaries must learn to 
fashion jewelry settings. The most popular and workable material is silver, 
which Is bought in the form of bezel (flat .stripsi or wire. This ryaiterial Is 
annealed wilh a blow torch on an asbesttos pad, following which It is diptied 
iirst into sulphuric acid and then into clear rinse water. The softening 
process allows the craft.sman to bend and soldei the silver Into the deshed 
aliape. 

Mis. Matintyre makes some attractive settings which look like very 
line silver rope. She does this*by simply twisting two wires tog^er. 
To mtke scallops on the edges of the flat settings, sh^u.ses a tiny fret saw. 

Miniature silver balls, which make graceful a^nts to the settings, 
are |nade liom left-over bits. Heating them with the blow torch causes 
them to become round. Like all the silver pieces they must be polished by 
han^ using fine atonedust. AH silver soldering must be completed befoie 
the stones at« placed in their aettings. Otherwise the heat of the aoldering 
Iron would ci-ack them.

Born in the Igloo 


and the Traveller Told 



It WM oae of the mo<$t faitrirsting I 
have expeHewced. 

For nifHit of us, rhrfetmas is the time 
St. Nick comes runhinf^ out of the north 
behind his temm of reindeer to pour his 
presenN down the chimneypots. For the 
fl^kimo, it is the little- Barren Ground 
caribou, do-se cousin of the reindeer, who 
provides the pfts—Imth food and cloth- 

im;. 

At our winter quarters, Tavani, on the bknk 
weat coast of Hudson Bay. a band of Elskimos had 
built their igloos and had become our friends. We 
planned to give them a Christmas least an^ this 
required much meat and oecessitated a trip W’ith 
our dogs to. the caribou cache, two sleeps away. 
Weather is uncertain at this season and we were 
delayed by a northwester, driving the snow and 
making travel impossible. When the gale ended, 
there was still time to-fetch our meat. I'set out 
with Katchooyuk. ’ 

This was the twilight season, with little day¬ 
light. but we had the December full moon which 
does not set and shines brightly on the white 
plain. The snow was perfect for travel after the 
gale and our dogs were eager, anticipating their 
rewaid in rations of walrus blubber. Katchoo- 
yuk’s gt'od travel sense and knowledge of all the 
small features of his country, guided us to the 
meat cache and at night he built our small trail 
igloos. 

At the cache. I took advantaiie of a clear sky ; 
to observe for position, Katchooyuk couldn't V 
understand why I should spend two hours in the 
bttter Cold, looking at stars that we could see at 
home, w'hcm the igloa w as snug and'warm. 

JBy morning the moon shone mistily, the north¬ 
wester was rising. There was the threat of a new 
•torm which might make travel impossible for 
•cv'eral days. 

We left the comfort of the igloo and our cari¬ 
bou skin sleeping bags and set out with our reluc¬ 
tant doi^s into the drifting tide of snow which 
mounted from our feet to high in the air, almost 
obscuring all land features. There wa$ no hope 
of reaching Tavini for Christmas? 

I suggested. "More better build an igloo.” 
Katchooyuk laughed but'said nothing, guiding 
hU dogs through the scud towards some shelter 
of which he knew. 

WHEN KNm'K.4Nf E of cold and drift was 
reaching Its Ijmif, we suddenly found ourselves 
halted before a low snow mount, scarcely distin¬ 
guishable from the snowy waste about It. Our 
dogs had given tongue, katchooyuk announced, 
•^y uncle igloo.” 

People streamed out of the low doorway . . . 
six. eight? We were welcomed with the hospital¬ 
ity of the north, the warm friendliness of the 
Eskimos, and into the most elaborate igloo I had 
evei- seen. 

Several porches led from one to anothejr 
through low doorways to the great living room 
... 20 feet wide with sleeping benches on three 
•ilh^ a central space where children could play, 
teal lamps an either side of the entrance with 
their rows of tiny lights of bog cotton, reflecting 
their brighfne^ from the sndwy wall and produc¬ 
ing a genial heat of some 20 above *eix 

While the igloo was exceptionally large. 18 
people fullv occupied it. Ponik and Ula, his wife, 
and a daughter had the' bench opposite the door. 
The otheni were grouped by families on the side 
benches. 

The excitement of our arrival soon subsided. 
Talk became general, igloo talk—of people and 
animals and travel 

ria busied herself cutting snow from the 
lower wall to be melted In the meat pots, and then 
added quantities of meat. The wicks of the lamps 
required constant attention and seal blubber had 
to be added to feed the wicks with oil. 

Meals do raot foUowLany pattern In a crowded 
igloo. One eats when one is hungry of what there 
Is. The only liquid'was soup. 'There were few 
cups and these were used when a^*nilable without 
the.ceremony of wrashing. Pieces of meat were 
fished from the pots, cooled in snow and eaten 
by hand. There waa an atmosphere of cheerful 
acceptance of life as they’ lived it. Small ir^ 
dsnu caused laughter. 'The gale now sweeping 
past caused aniy a alight swishing sound as of a 
broom passing over the roof. Not even a draught 
entered.'

THE TIME for slee^ arrived. 'Ttiere was room 
for all. *1116 last fltckenng of the. unattended 
lamps cast gleam and shadow' on the .white walls 
and revealed the semi-circle of heads, young and 
oW, wrapped In the fur sleeping bags. 1 had 
found a place between a mother and a young 
child. Presently the lights were extinguished, 
darkness settled. The time for sleep had cotne, 
set by desire for rest, not by dock. 

Another day passed with the northwester driv¬ 
ing a scud high in the air, almost obliteratin^the 


moon. 

LTa had started the lamps by chewing the oil 
from seal blubber and the meat pots, were aboil. 
Time drags in a crowded igloo when Morm-bound. 
Sleep helps to pass it. Talk and smf 11 activities 
give some animation. Food enlivens, buti 
leaves the outet dog porch. 


CHRISTMAS EVE The feast at Tavani would 
have to be postponed iHit that would mean noth¬ 
ing to Nigvik, the Angeco (the spirit controller 
and the leader K For him events were vaguely 
marked by the sun and moon and tl^ habits of 
animals. I wras finding inaction trying and at 
Igloo temperature my fingers were stiff for writ¬ 
ing. Again bed time came and the seal lamps 
dimmed to extinction. 

Some time liter. I wss awakened by unw’onted 
aettivity. The lamps had been relit and there 
was much talk. 

I asked my neighbor. "What is happening?” 

She replied. "Baby cotne.” 

The big girl, who appeared to have no husband, 
wras the mother. Water is scarce in the ingioo and 
she was licking her baby' as gny animal does Its 
young before withdrawing into her robes to nurse 
it. AU seemed simple and natural, and quiet again 
settled on the sie^wng benches. 


C'HKIST.M.AS MOBNING marked a change 
from sleep to wakfog. to lighting the lamp.s and 
preparing food, to the care of the children. Storm- 
driven snow '^jltill swept ov’er and around us with 
muffled rumMings. 

Again talk resumed. Katchooyuk toM of the 
strange ways of the Kabloona. the iron boxes 
that bum stones, the Tingemeak tltat . Hies like 
a bird, the Noonakayak that travels over the land 
without dogs; and of food that tasted of the salt 
sea and other swe^er than tundra berries. 

Ula told me of the customs of her people, arid 
of her early life at a w'halfhg-station. 

There w’as evidence of this in members of her 
family, an attractive girl with kinky hair, a man 
with features that might be Portuguese. She told 
of the child just born and said that it was fortun¬ 
ate that they qrere well provided with seal blubber 
and caribou. 

"In the old days,” she said, "if a child was 
bom when life was too difficult, (he mother, oul 
of kindness, buried it in the snow, especially if it 
was a girl. Nika’s baby is a man child,” she said' 
proudly. 

I told her the Christmas story In terms sh* 
could understand .. 

"Long before your oldest people were bom, 
just bpfore the time of the sun coming back (late 
Decertrberl, a child was born in an igloo and a 
star led strangers to the igloo bringing gifts. The 
child grew up to be the greatest Angeco and a 
leader of his people.” 

ina was thoughtful, then said. "If what you 
say ?s. true, it may be that Nika's man child will 
beanie a great Angeco, for it wa.s like that with 
us. strangers guided by a star”—Katchooyuk had 
told »f my observing a star—‘and biuught the 
gift of much meat and on that night under the 
star a man child was bom.”

In the War of Words ... ... Whose Victory? 

ALANBROOKE’S 
LAST BATTLE 

By JOHN SHAW ^ 

IlNtlRAljS—and ^p^ially tho^e of the Second World W’ar—ha^e had a 
^ propeiuity to fi^ht their battles taioe; oM*e in the fiehi later oa paper. 

Only a year ago. Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery tohl his readers 
In his memoirs that under a British-con ceived strategy' the Western .Allies would 
lia\‘e triumphed sooner than they did and saved countless lives. 

Now Field >larshal Lord .AlanbrOoke. in Sir .Arthur Bryant's dramatic 
treatment of his wartime diaries, makes similar clainLs. 


Sir Alan Brooke, as he was 
until his elevation to the peer¬ 
age, was Britain's Chief of 
the Imperial Generail r tall and 
a key figure in planning and 
execution of Allied strategy. 

To quote one reviewer, John 
Barkham: 

“The opening volume of his 
memoirs. The Turn ot the 
Tide, took the narrative up to 
1943, and w^as largely a story 

£ f fighting retreat. Triumph 
I the West is a tale of vic¬ 
tory, put victory punctuated by 
a good deal of anguish and 
frustration, furthennoie, as 
the central direction of the war 
pauise'J from British into 
American hands, Alanbrooke s 
diaries began to reflect more 
and more of his irritation at 
what he calls American ‘rig¬ 
idity’ and inexperience’.” 

His outspoken criticism of 
Eisenhower and Marshall haa 
already been publicized. But 
Ills disapproval of the Ameri¬ 
cans goes beyond this or that 
commander. The diary is stud¬ 
ded with such caustic com¬ 
ments as: “I despair of getting 
our American friends to have 
any strategic vision; their drag 
on us lias seriously affected 
our Mediterranean strategy 
and whole conduct of the war.”’ 

The only American com¬ 
mander he ready esteemed 
was General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. who happened to be 
running the war on the other 
aide of the world. Of the dis¬ 
tant MacArthur, Alanbrooke 
writes admiringly that he was 
“the greatest general and best 
strategist the war producedr 
he certainly outshone Mar 
ahall, Eisenho^^’er, and all the 
other American ’and British 
petwrais including Montgonv 
try.” it is fascinating to spec¬ 
ulate the course the world war 
fpould have taken had General 
MacArthur been Supi-eme 
Oommander in Europe —and 
the Impression he wc^d then 
have made. 

Th»*se judgments of Alan- 
brooke’s on his American 
counterparts should not blind 
oven an American reader to 
the Importance of the book as 
a whole. To his wartime col¬ 
leagues Alanbrooke was a cool

and unruffled chief who kept 
his head when others might 
be losing theirs. Apparently 
his diaries provided the safety 
valve for his personal disap¬ 
pointments and suppressed 
emotions: what he dared not 
say in public he was writing 
down in private. 

Chiang Kai-shek, for exam¬ 
ple, looked to him like “a cross 
between a pine-marten and a 
ferret.” Madame Chiang was 
**a queer character in whom 
sex and politics seemed to pite- 
dominate, both being used to 
achieve her ends.” 

But always we come back to 
Eisenhower—“A showman call¬ 
ing on various actors to per¬ 
form their various turns, but 
not the commander - of the 
show who controlled and di¬ 
rected all the actors." 

Alanbrooke’s burden w'as a 
heavy one, the more so be¬ 
cause few knew how’ directly’ 
he. as Chief of the Imperial 
Staff, was charged with over¬ 
all responsibility for the direc¬ 
tion of the war. Kield com¬ 
manders like Wavell. Alexan¬ 
der ar>d Montgomery could win 
glory in the field, but he— 
the man who co-ordinated 
their master plans—had to 
function in secret Note the 
bitterness in the word he re¬ 
corded on VE Day : “There is 
no doubt that the public has 
never understood what the 
Chiefs of SUff have been do¬ 


ing in the running of this war. 
... It was far less spectacu¬ 
lar than the winningrof battles 
by •commandet's in- the field, 
and yet, if the Chiefs of Staff 
make any errors, the com¬ 
manders in the field will never 
be in a position to win 
battles.” 

In the war of words, at 
least. Lord Alanbrooke would 
seem to have won the last 
battle. Though American read¬ 
ers will no doubt be irritated 
by some of his judgments, 
they do have the nterit of can- 
dor, and are more than bal¬ 
anced by the book’s valuable 
behind-the-scenes revelations. 

There were two important 
points of difference Ur the 
British appreciation of Euro¬ 
pean strategy’ as expressed by 
Alanbrooke. and the Ameri¬ 
can. as he interpreted them. 
First, (there was the Italian 
theatre, in which the British 
CIGS sought, by tremendous 
concentration, to divert from 
the Atlantic wail as much of 
the German strength as pos¬ 
sible. The Americans, in Alan¬ 
brooke’s vieift'. preferred to 
maintain major pressures in 
the^ Pacific and build up in 
Europe for the a.ssault on 
France. t 

Second, once the victory in 
Normandie had been achieved 
—and largely by Nirtue of 
British strategy* and the Ital¬ 
ian diversion—it was the hope 
of the CIGS to strike for a 
break-thro'igi* into the Ruhr 
from the north rather than 
approach the Rhine with elon¬ 
gated lines of attack. Alan.- 
brooke and Montgomery con- 
stanrly warned that the thin¬ 
ness of reserve^i on a lung 
assault front m^de the West¬ 
ern Allies vulnerable to 
counter-attack. 

It was so provW. W’hen von 
Runstedt broke through in the 
Ardennes and came within a 
few miles of recapturing Ant¬ 
werp and roiling up the flanks 
of a divided arm^’, the Amer¬ 
icans had not the reseiA’es to 
hold him. They* lost 80.000 
casualties in that engagement. 

It was Montgfjmery, finally 
given Eisenhower’s word for 
freedom of action on the 
north, who bolstered the .sag¬ 
ging line and directed the 
American la^t ditch resistance 
which — by a the heroic en¬ 
deavors of the L'.S. command- 
era in the field—finally turned 
the tide in the threatened - 
sector. 

The BritUh field marshal 
has never a word of criticism 
of the American soldier. He 
admires them immensely, and 
their field officers. It was 
the overall conception of 
sh’afegy and vacillation at 
SHAEF headquarters which 
he condemn^.

The 
selections have been made in 
co-operation with the editors 
of Life Magazine, and are Il¬ 
lustrated by hundreds of pho¬ 
tographs. diagrams, maps and 
assorted other aids to reading 
drawn from the files of that 
magazine. A highly impres¬ 
sive production In matter as 
well as manner.

This slightly hilarious stor>’ I got from an 
Englishman, an Irishman and a Scotsman (you 
inust have heard of them!.) plus confirmation from 
a Native Son. It’/l take Victorians back to the 
day when, from dut of an archway at the north- 
ipvest corner of the City Mali facing Cormorant 
fctreet, a couple of spirited gray Jhorses pulled the 
police paddy wagon to fights, tires and similar dvie 
attractions. 

*n»la was in the era of unpaved streets mous¬ 
tache cups, spittoons and tax free living, when ti)e 
elty police had Just quit the American t>'pe bell- 
shaped helmets and kneelength frock coats. If 
the helmets were often the reposltoiy* of gift 
elgars and every police face was adorned by a 
ihoustache, it's owner also had the strength and 
ability to come to grips with the realities of life; 
especially on Johnston Street on a Saturday night! 

Before the advent of a patrol wagon, the more 
ftcakritrant offenders were bundled into s hack 
or an express wagon; the trsctables were walked 
to the station. 


It was In 190§ that tfie pottre got their 
first horse-drawn patrol wagon. The lone 
horse, Dan, came from the fire department 
and wHh It Walter “Dutch*’ Calml (our 
Native Son) wrho had been a hose wagon 
driver. All the fire department equipment, 
ai eourse, was horse-draw'n. 


That was the year the Englishnppn and the 
Irishman joined the police: Bob Ireland and 
Ceorge Forster. Next year the Scotsman Joined, 
Jimmy Florence.. f 

I’ve seen this quartet in the past few weeks, 
last of the 27man force (106 today )^hat policed 
Victoria 50 years ago. Besides having a sense of 
humor they have something else in common; each 
la turn drove the famous patrol .wagon. 


IT W AS SO.MKTIME in June. im. that the 
■lays were acquired, vetted first by lamed Dr. 
flamilton and pronounced sound of wind and 
and ’’mettlesome. and fast.** VThich, as it 
turned out. was the understatement of the half 
eentury! So faf as 1 can find out, ttte matched 
■rays, a horse and a mare, hailed from Kentucky. 
No one remembers the horse's name, but the mare 
was “Molly.** In those days the two horse patrol 
van was more like an express wagon, with a ' 
•cieening of tough wire mesh at the sides, a 
eouple of benches inside, and at the back a curved 
brass rail supporting a couple of steps. On this 
■winging, pitching, precarious platform a 200- 
p^nd policeman often preserved the centre of 
gravity. 

From the Cormorant Street station the van 
went into action like the fire department. Tlie 
horses Mood in.stalis and at the sound of s gong, 
the polished stall chainw dropped to the floor, the 
horses “sashayed left and right*’ to the wagon 
tongue. Someone pulled an overhead rope and tha 
harness fell on their backs tiie collars snapping 
•n. A dip of the traces here and there, the driver 
already in his seat touched the gong, the spare 
man aw'Ving up on the rear step and they were off! 
*rhe Englishman, who used to handle the lines 
- on occasion, is 82 year-old ex police sergeant Bob 
Ireland, of 1705 Fernwood Road, and dean of the 
InaJ police penslonersj Bob (“50 years married 
and 47 years in the same house') was a “Red” 
^arine of 10 years’ serv ice when he came out here 
in I IMS Shearw ater and Joined the police In 1908. . 
lie was one who drov^e the Original fire horse, old 
Dan. Today Bob Ireland. 25 years retired, lives 
With his marriw! daughter. Mrs. E. A. “Art”

JT IS DIFFICULT to select any of the Christmas carols 
^ to head the popularity list. But one, “While Shepherds 
Watched Their Mocks by Night.*' because it is very old, 
and universally loved^I have selected for a brief story. 

The writer of this much-loved hymn, which we 
seldom hear except at Christmas, Nahum Tate, 
was bom in 1652. He was a well-known poet, 
having been appointed Poet Laureate to King 
William III. 

A spiritually-minded man, he did much to im¬ 
prove ecclesiastical conditions, and to enrich the 
nation with his writing. » 

The tune to which this hymn is now sung is 
of great antiquity, having been buried in an old 
psalter for many generations until 1861, when a 
Dr. Monk gave it the publicity it deserved by 
Inserting it in "Hymns Ancient and Modem." 

Unfortunately, in spite of his high position, 

Nahum Tate died In the notorious debtors’ prison, 
where persons of all classes were incarcerated for 
non-payment of their debts—an institution .so* well 
lampooned in the old nursery rhyme: 

You ow'e me four farthings, \ 

Say the Bells of St. Martins. 

And when w ill you pay me? 

.Say the Bells of Old Bailey, 

Here comes a big chopper 
To chop off your head. 

This is Nahum Tate’s carol. "While Sliepheids 
Watched Their rflocks by Night." 

W'hile shepherds, watched their flocks by night, • 

All seated on the ground 
The Angel of the Lord came dow'n. 

And glory shone around. 

"^eai' not." said he (for mighty dread* 

Had seized their troubled mindL 
■ "Glad tidings of great joy I bring

THKKE ARE MANY types of hymns and, 
although primarily songs of praise, th#^ vary a 
great deal in content and form. They are Aongs 
of humility, love, compassion, charity-.- exaltation 
and so on. A great number were written for the 
different feasts and fast.s of the church—Easter, 
Whitsuntide, Lent, and other ecclcsistical .seasons. 
Others are special prayers for people, as "For 
Those In Peril on the Sea," "Loid Keep Us Safe 
This Night," "O Loixl, Turn Not Thy Face from 
Me.” 

But althou.gh diverse in many wav’s, our hymns 
^ave a lot In common—they are all simple enough 
for the untutored mind to understand, spiritual 
enough for the most learned theologian to appre¬ 
ciate, and they are full of charity, condemning no 
man. In a complex and puzzling world, filled 
with racial intolerance and cruelty, it is no wonder 
we cherish these simple, inspired writings. 

"Father, whate'er of earthly bliss 
Thy sovereign will denies, 

Acc’epted at Thy throne of grace, 

Let this petition, rise. 

"Give me a calm and thankful heart. 

From every nfqrmur Lee, 

The bles.sings of Thy grar-e impart 
And let me live for Thee. 


Chhwgo, some of the figures fleet In height, 
the foreground stand wide-eved. 

"Let the sweet hope that Thou art mine 
My path of life attend.

This shortf well know n hymn w as the work of 
an English woman. Misii Annie Steel, a member 
of the Baptist Church. Delicate and motherless 
as a child, she was brought up by her devote*! 
father, but not all his care could bring her the 
health she so sorely mi'^sed. For long period.s she 
was confined to her bed, at times practically an’^ 
invalid, during which she read and wrote mostly 
religious verse, which her friends thodght v/pry 
beautiful. 

One of her visiters was a voung man »»f similar 
tastes to her own. Robett* FIscourt. and it was 
not long before they became engaged. But llte 
day before their wedding was to have taken ^*lace, 
Robert was killed in an accident, and the bereave*! 
girl tur^d to her religion for hope and comfort, 
and foum great treasures In her Bible. 

She put her thouglus Into verses, which be¬ 
came hymns full of faith and understanding. In 
her work she found the strength to cany on. and 
wrote nearly 200 hymns, many of which are .still 
in u.se t<xlav. They were first published in a 
volume of poetry and were signtvi with a iwuii 4e 
plume, "TlietKiosia" (after Em|>eror Theo*k>sius, 
iW’ho W’as noted, in ;-stical hist*»rv for his 

conversion to'Christianity >. Miss Steel’s v*ises 
were also published in leading new.spaj^’rs of the 
day, and she bc^me famous as one m the first 
woman hymn writers in F2ngland. Site die<l in 
1778 at the age of 6t and v^^as burieti at Biough- 
ton ih Hamp.shire, EngLind. On her tombstone 
is the inscription: 

"Silrnt the lyre, and diiiub the tuneful (tmgue

hymns we sinji; to<lay have come to us acros-s 
the years, and are still coming, with their message 
of love, hope and promise, uniting all Christians to-

In the early writings of Pliny 


the Younger, the author refers 
to the singing of songs of 
praise by Christians, while 
Clement of Alexandria says 
that these w’ere sung at meal 
times. As the years went by,

The woods arc practically at our 
doors, tilled with lovely, natural greens, 
shrubs, pi^ cones and shining berries. 
These c*an be made into all sorts of 
decora! ions: welooming sprat’s for the 
front door, garlands, booqnets, ^artistic 
arrangements for table and mantel. 
Ever>' room in the house can have a 
living touch of the holiday season so that 
^ it not only looks like ( hristmas but feels 
and smells like it as well. 

Th^re in an old belief ihsi spirits dwell in e\'er- 
gr^'ns during the winter inonths and it you bring 
evin"greeTis into your home you are welcoming a 
dryad or a ha; :dryad w<>od nymphs whose 
lives are bound up in tht trees in which they live. 

Whether or not this true doesn't really mat¬ 
ter; It ia a nice thought. 

There is a wide variety of evergi-eens on the 
IjJand to choose fiom. One of the most beautiful 
is the Sitka Spruce w'ith low, sweeping silvery- 
blue branches and lovely light brown cones. Thete 
is the Jack Pine, and the Western W'hite Pine with 
loug showy cones that can be painted silver or 
gold or any color ni^ed. dabbed with mucilage 
and dusted with glitter for use as Christinas tree 
decorations. - For tiny evergreen arrangements, 
the small cedar and hemlock cones are ideaL 
THKKI-: l.s AN abundance of Oregon grape, 
evergren blueberries, rose hips, saial. the always 
green sword fern that is sometimes used by flor- 
Uls; and broad, green and shiny arbutus leaves. 

Gather your supplies and keep them in a cool 
place until you are ready for them and then, per¬ 
haps like Tom Sawyer, you might invite a few* 
close friends over “Just to watch" you work. 

A good place to sUrt decorating is the front 
entrance. This should be as fe.stive and charming 
a.-, possible A spray of hemlock, spruce and 
shining holly, or whatever material you may use 
In preference, with a large, colorful bow. will con- 
ve> your holiday greetings before you can speak 
youfself. 

Sprays are not hard to make. Use two or three 
Of the longest twigs to start with and wire them 
tofether at the top, letting them hang downwards 
Hang the started spray again.st. the wall and wire 
addtfional leaves and twigs in front. Add holly 
berriw, pine or cedar cones and tie a generous 
bow to the top for an additional splash of color. 

For more elaborate decoration, frame the win¬ 
dows and door in greens! and for accent, one or 
two small, graceful firs temporarily planted in at¬ 
tractive containers can be ^ced at one or both 
sMes of the door. Later, these can be transplanted 
Into your own garden.

Though 
apparently In the experimental stage In 
t saada and the I'nited States, the idea 
seems to be catching hidd. 

I.IFK CENTRES In the living room at Christ- 
ma-i lime and there is nothing more beautiful with 
which to decorate thei heart of your home than 
natural gieens. Though the size of the room must 
be taken^into ('onsideraiion. a cluttery appearance 
can be avoided by scaling the domrations to coa- 
furni. Sometimes one really effective decoration 
ha* more impact than several smalk^r ones. 

Perhaps the accent will be placed on the 
Chi istmas tiee. wdirther an exquisite miniature in 
natural green, sprayed white or silvery-blue, or 
a splendid giant that dominates the scene simply 
by virtue of its size. 

The fireplace is an important point of Interest. 
Vase arrsiwrcments of hemlock. Oregon grape and 
saial. or a few luxuriant sprays of ev'ergreen, are 
striking with w'hite berries and candles for con¬ 
trasting color. If the space above the mantel is

SALVAGE SHIPS SAVED 
OLD NORTH WESTERN 


IS THE STORY of ft ship that wjis brought bark from Ihr grave by aa 
A amazing, unden%ater repair joh—only to die in war. O^vned by the Alaska 
Steamship Co„ 6f Seattle, the N^rth Western, a steel passenger ship, was bound • 
for Skagway, Alaska, that night of December, loaded with 900 tons of 

Christmas cargo for northern ports, and many passengers. 


To avoid the whirlp^ls, rip 
tides and currents around 
treacherous Ripple Rock in 
S;eynnour Narrows, the cap¬ 
tain had ordered the North 
Western's engines slowed 
while the ship was south of 
Quadra Island, near Camp¬ 
bell River, to allow time for 
the tide to slacken before pro¬ 
ceeding through the Narrows. 
But in so doing, he averted one 
navigational hazard only to 
mn into another. 

It was a night when danger 
lurked in the dfirkncss. A 
southeast gale was churning 
the sea that broke against the 
ship in mountains of phos¬ 
phorous lighted spray. 

Snow fell fast and heavy, 
filling the night. Lost in this 
blizzard, the North W’estern, 
laced with the risk of navi¬ 
gating the Seymour Narrows 
at flood tide, was marking 
time and steadily drifting off 
course. 

A family, living on Quadra 
Island, had gone clam digging 
earlier in the evening, and 
heard the biterxnitlent blasts 
from the North Westein, 
while she was about eight or 
ten miles south of the Cape. 
They went to bed that night 
unaware that by dawn a foot 
and a half of snow would'have 
fallen; or that the steamer 
they heard blowing the night 
before, would be on the beach 
below them. 

The currents south of the 
Cape have an easterly pull. 
The North Western was bear¬ 
ing east as she moved slowly 
wraiting for the tide. Slowly 
she drifted, a ship lost in a 
snow-filled world, towards the 
reefs of Cape Mudge. At 2.30 
a.m. she struck the reef. A 
rock holcHl her bow. and then, 
almost simultaneously, 
another rock gouged her 
amidships, below the engine 
room.

As.^'ater gyshed in through 
her wounds, quick and terse 
ord^ were given by those 
in command. Following in¬ 
structions, the radio operator 
sent out a call for help, giv¬ 
ing the ship’s position, and 
asking for immediate assist¬ 
ance. Passengehs, most of 
whom were sleeping, were 
aiorted. 

The radio operator’s call 
was picked up by an Ameri¬ 
can halibut packer. 'Flii^^kip- 
per of this boat lost no time 
in altering course and head¬ 
ing for the hooding North 
Western. When he located 
her, he eased gingerly through 
the dangerous water and 
nosed close to the lee side of 
the steamer. 'Then began the 
task of removing pas.sengers 
and mail tc the packer. By 
dawn, every passenger was 
off the .ship, and had bet-n 
taken to Campbell River. The 
hotel at Campbell River 
swarmed with people; they 
slept in'^the lounge, in the 
hallways. They overflowed 
from every avail-ble space. 

By dawn, tCH*. the tug Sal¬ 
vage King wa.s standing by. 
and was later joined by the 
Salvage Queen. By means of 
lin#^ ^ from tugs, the 

North Western w as held from 
further damage from the 
storm and (j^om two gales 
that later be.set her during the 
two months she lay on the 
rocks, w'hile one of the most 
extraordinary and difficult re¬ 
pair jobs to get her afloat 
again, was carried out. 

How did they get the North 
Western off the rocks—her 
holes patched- and the ship 
refloat^? i

With water filling her lower 
compartments to an alarming 
poim where cargo was float¬ 
ing about like flotsam in a 
sea. how to salvage the ship, 
caught and held by two rocks 
which were solidly iffitMHlded 
in her torn under side, pre¬ 
sented a problem that “^was 
only solved by skill, courage 
and perscrverance. 

This was the year 1927. 
There was not the machinery 
or equipment available then as 
today with which to salvage 
a ship. But there were salvage 
men willing and available w'ho, 
in diving suits, went under 
water to the ship's hull. They 
took with them dredging 
equipment. With' this they 
dredged 'rook.«!. gravel and 
sand away from the rocks that 
trapped the ship, until they 
could be levere'* out of their 
positions away from, the 
vessel’s side. The weight of 
one of these rocks daedged 
from the ship's hull was esti¬ 
mated at 10 tons. 

With the rocks out of the 
way. a w'all of lumber was 
built over the holes both on 
the iixside of the ship and the 
* outside. A small opening was 
left in the outside frame into 
which wa.'R fitted a hose. 

Then, on th^ deck of the 
.ship, two eement mixers were 
set up and from these cement 
wa.s poured into the hose 
which reached from the deck 
down to the caisson. The cem¬ 
ent was kept pouting down 
the hose 24 hours of the day. 
by a crew of men on three 
eight-hour shifts, mixing and 
pouring continuously. At the 
sanne time divers under the 
water plugged cracks and 
small openings through which 
cement was leaking, since it 
had been difficult to make the 
frames completely tight 
against the ship's smashed 
hull. 

A good deal of cement w'as 
lost during this time, but it

eventually filled the frames 
and held to the ship’s sides. 

It took four days and foqr 
nights, with cement pouring 
down the hose to the frames 
without ceasing, to complete 
the job. ^ 

While this woric was In pro¬ 
gress, two gas pumps and one 
steam pump were kept work¬ 
ing all the time to keep as 
much water as possible out of 
the ship. But in spite of the 
incessant pumping, a large 
amount of the cargo became 
water-logged and was a com¬ 
plete loss. 

Local men were hired by the 
ship’s company to remove and 
salvage as much of the cargo 
as possible. This in turn gave 
rise, in unguarded moments, 
to con'dd'^rable looting. 

One old squaw, who paddled 
out to the ship in her canoe 
to look things over, Was re- 
w'ardcd for her trouble by 
having several pounds of cof¬ 
fee and some flour dumped 
Into her canoe 1^* a Robin 
Hood on board the ship. Some 
carried supplies ashore and 
hid them behind rocks on the 
beach, and came back after 
dark to retrieve their loot and 
pack ft to their homes. 

This extraordinary and diffi¬ 


cult repair work on the North 
Western took appi't»ximatoly 
two months of patient, diffi¬ 
cult. and often discouraging 
labor. But the reward was 
success! 

The ship was then towed to 
Vancouver, where it was to 
have gone into drydock; but 
on arrival the Job on her at 
Cape Mudge was found to be 
so satisfactor>’. that .she was 
taken ohvto her home port 
of Seattle.\ 

Howev'er. thi.s arduous and 
expensive repair job ctid not 
save,^‘but merely prolonged, 
the life of a ship whose Sa¬ 
tiny wa.s to lead her eventu¬ 
ally to new shores and .strange 
waters. 

Shortly after the outbreak 
of the Second World War, the 
North Western wa.s put on the 
San Franci.«!eo-Honolulu inm, 
transporting war supplies, and 
it was while on this duty she 
met the fate that had shad¬ 
owed her from the day of her 
maiden voyage. 

Struck, at Pearl Harbor, by 
a Japanese bomb, that blew 
her to pieces, the North West¬ 
ern died and sank in \vaters 
far removed from the scene 
of her wounding at Cape 
Mudge, on a stormy bliz/ard- 
swept night in 1927.

This, through countless ages.

This very well known and 
popular hymn is comparatively 
modem, haying been written 
in the year 1865. 

The writer. Reverend Sabine 
Baring-Gould, was a well- 
known clergyman, and. at the 
time he wrote the hymn, a 
curate at Horbury, near Wake- 
Held, in Yorkshire. He was

not the “V^icar of Wakefield” 
in the famoug. noVel by that 
name. 

The .season of Whit.suntide 
is observed as a holiday in 
England, and on the Tuesday 
of “Whit” week tl»e children 
of Horbury and two other 
neighboring parishes were 
prt^vided with a sumptuous 
lea, followed by organized 
sports. Before this, however, 
they marched in procession to 
the Mother Church of Sks. 
Peter and Leonard. 


As Rev Baring-Gojukl was 
sitting in his .study on the 
Saturday evening before Whit- 
.sunday. arranging for the 
events, it struck him that the 
walk to the church was a very 
long one and some of the chil¬ 
dren had to climb a tiring hill. 
So he decided that a good rous¬ 
ing song to sing on the ^ay 
would help them, and without 
niore ado, he wrotg one — 
“Onward Christian Soldiers.” 
And he got a clerical friend of » 
hU, incumbent of the parish 
church in Leeda. to compose a 


tune for it. Iziter it was ac-. 
companied by, some music of 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, well- 
known organi-st and coimposer. 
of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
team^ and it is this tune we 
use today. 

B€*sides his h3rmn writing. 
Blaring'Gould was a novelist of 
note, distinguished himself at 
Cambridge, and was author of 
many wcdl-knou n short stories. 

While in his thirties he mar 
ried a village girl, of a good 
old family and fair education, 
and the marriage turned out 


extremely well. Hq^and his 
wife did not remain in Hor¬ 
bury, but moved to Devon¬ 
shire, when his father, the 
squire of a fine district, died. 
He himself became the squire,' 
and rector of the ftaiLsh as 
well. It is said that he and his 
wife became the parents /jt 17 
children. 

Almost a.s popular as “On¬ 
ward Christian Soldiers’ is' 
another of Baring Gould's 
hymns, which he called “Now 
the Day is Over.'' an evening 
hymn lor missions.

Governatent had been car¬ 
ried on within the palisades of 
Ff>ft Victoria. What sparse was 
required for the handful of 
offk-ials and clerks and for 
the aocpnutiodation ot t.he 
lei{tsUtuie. was provicled by 
the amce of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. 

The company had heln a con¬ 
trol of the whole of Vancou¬ 
ver s Island and aete f as agr 
IcM* the Crown -iij tadminlstra- 
llve matters ever* since the 
CoWwy was created in 1M9, 
but the expejiment in' dele¬ 
gated authority ot governmen¬ 
tal functions did not prove 
poltrically palatable in Eng- 
larsl. or in the colony itself. 
The result was that In 1856 
Governor James Douglas ^as 
ordered by the colonial office 
t«i esiahlish a house of a.ssem- 
bi'- This was done, and legu- 
^l«r election machinejy was set' 
ti[r to select a house of seven 
tn.‘mt>eis hy some 40 or 5P 
Vol.*rs. 

] in addition to the new cham- 
bei. the executive council was 
(joiitinueil. 

\lrhoj.igh Douglas, like 


Blanshard. livcxi outside of the 
fort enclosure, nearly all other 
governmental functions issued 
from the^old fur trading post. 

Even before the arrival of 
the first gold .seekers in the 
spring of 1858. Douglas was 
aware that the arrangement 
between the Crown and tbe 
company was to end in 1859 
and the control of the various 
public services would fall to 
himself and the legi.slative 
assecnbly. H<» could not, how¬ 
ever., visualize the continuance 
ot the activities of govern¬ 
ment being confined to the 
limited space available within 
the pickets of Fort Victoria. 

He started to plan lor the 
future. 

Then came the golj^mad ad 
venturers in search of riches 
reputed to abound In tlw* 
gravels of Fraser River. In 
threV months, 33.000 Strang 
ers poui-ed into the country. 
S<»methlng had to be done - 
and done immediately — to 
firmly locate the authority of 
government In suitable quar¬ 
ters that would command 
rehpect.

The legislative assembly, 
which was at continual outs 
wiith tho Governor, blocking 
his efforts tq develop public 
works by expenditures from 
the pjyblic purse, went all out. 
They thought that wily old 
James Douglas had over¬ 

reached him.*ielf this time, and 
a red-hot resolution w a-s 

pas.sed: 

“That His Excellency the 
Governor has determined on 
removing some of the gov- 
ernnaent offices from a cen¬ 
tral pusitWm of the town to 
the s«NHh end of it. as well 
as having a bridge ~ron- 
XtnM-led 800 feet in length 
leading thereto, the erect hm 
dr which and removal of 
governitM'nt tdfioes has not 
been brought before the 
people for their consent, 
therefore this Hous^ pro¬ 
tests against the action 
adopted by His Excelient'y, 
and declares the sanve to he 
a n e o n s t itutional and a 
w'hrearh of privilege.” 

The Governor replied, under 
dale of .May, 7, 1859. in a 
lenigthty message that drippt*d 
with sarcasm and but thinly 
ckMked his contempt for the 
honorable members. 

After acknowledging receipt 
of the legislative protest. 
Douglas declared his intention 
to*go ahead with the erection 
of “(certain buildings” and the 
bridge. 

“I have resorted to that 
measure simply because 
•Mich offices had not been 
provided hy the colony and 
becanse they are pressingly 
w’anied for the public ser¬ 
vice; Mid the aouth aide of 
Vlct4»ria harbor has been 
selected aa the site whereon 
they are to be erected. 4 Mi 
arconnt of it being airy, 
spacious and convenient, 
and a4X|ulred without ex¬ 
pense; while by Isolation 
from the town. It la In a 
great nieaaure s ecur e d 
against the danger of con 
ftngration. and because It K 
Intpossihle to procure a alte 
«»f extent sufficient for the 
purpose bv the centre of 
town, wlUKHit incurring an 
enomaotts outlay of money. 
“I did not think H neces¬ 
sary to ronault that Houae 
cotKcming the ereetton of 
thoae hulkUnga, for the rena-

son that the House was n4»t 
called uptHi to defray their 
4s»st. and h4>cause the House 
has. 4>n ail occiudons, ite- 
4-lined to take any nsiponsl-

tlve platters, or'lwitiA^e 
exception! to provide foi^a 
for any c*olonial Improve¬ 
ments whatever.” 

After reciting various public 
works that had been turned 
down by the assembly when 
asked to vote money for con- 
atructlan. Doug]a.s went on: 
‘“I have also to remind the 
House of Assembly that the 
building now ocoupied as a 
government offlee. aa well 
as that used for the land of¬ 
fice. are the property of the 
Hn4lson*s Bay t'ompany. 
and those buildings have not 
been removed, aa the reso- 
lutkvn of the House may be 
understootl to Imply; but 
merely surrendered to the 
agent of the company, on 
his undertaking to provide 
f4»r the erection of other 
huikNngs for the public of¬ 
fices of the colony.” 

He pointed out that the 
only objection raised to the 
project in the jpper chamber, 
when the council debated It. 
was that it would be a long 
walk to go around by the head 
of the bay to reach the new 


site. This, he pointed out, 
had been met the letting ot 
a contract to build the bi^dge. 

“1 would further remark,** 
Douglas added. *Tor the In¬ 
formation of the House that 
tbe Crown may favwrfully 
ciMistroct bridges, in any 
situatioa where they do not 
Interfere with private 
rights, and are oo^ucive to 
public convenience, and I 
presume the House Is not 
disposed to questhm that 
right” 

With tongue m cheek Doug¬ 
las concluded by “disclaiming 
any intention, and assuming 
no right, to question the opin¬ 
ion of the House.” But had 
done something that “was dic¬ 
tated by necessity — was 
founded on precedent — vio¬ 
lates no constitutional law— 
and is admitted on all sides to 
be of great public advantage.” 

The red-faced members of 
the Island's "Common»” 
made no reply, but wiped 
their re5^>lution from the 
^’qrd.s of the House, and the 
woik cantinued. 

But behind the scenes there 
was another grand row in the 
course of development. It was 
between #»e old marr and his 
son-in-law, A. G. Dallas, who 
had succeeded him as head of 
the fur trade’s affairs. 

The building lots having 
been surveyed were advertised 
for sale by auction by auc¬ 
tioneer P. M. Backus. It was 
at. this juncture that Dallas 
approached the Governor, knd 
told him itiat he could not sell 
the properties. 

"Why h^t. sir?” 

“Because the Crown can not 
convey title to it,” answered 
the bearded younger man. “It 
is true that the plot was set 
aside for the use of the Gov¬ 
ernor for his dwelling and 
garden, but the fur trade de¬ 
partment did not issue a con¬ 
veyance to the Crown. Theie 
fore you can not give title to 
the purchasers of the lots.” 

Douglas was momentarily 
set back by this declaration, 
and figured that Dallas was 
deliberately trying to upset 
his plans. Both were deter¬ 
mined men. and it did not 
mean that the tSovemor w’as 
accepting his son-in-law’s pro¬ 
position, when he smiled, and 
said; 

"The sale must go on; the 
faith of the Crown is pledged 
to it. Now, in order to clarify 
matters, we will go ahead 
with the sale, and you issue

Returning from hhi ehurrh one CknSmum eve, he hap¬ 
pened to notice a little fir tree standing ip the micht of the anow-covered Iimp- 
eat under the gUttenng, »tar-Ut sky. Luther naa so sfrurk by Ha beauty that he 
wanted W* children to see it. He took out his axe and cut the tree down and 
then brought it into his house, where, as a subatHute for the atani, he put 
lighted fand1eft.oji it, to the delight of his youngsters. Since that time, the fir 
tree has become a favorite symbol of the Christmas scaama 


On a December evening 
In (he year 1845, an English 
artist sat down to write a 
greeting to a friend. Racking 
bh brain, he/ould not frame 
up the neatly-worded senti- 
«inent he had in mind, so he 
took his*pen and tried some¬ 
thing different. Quickly he 
divided a small piece of card¬ 
board into three panels. In 
each of these be sketched ap¬ 
propriate Christmas scenes- a 
family party in the centre, and 
poor folk receiving gifts on 
eocb side. When the artist 
was done, he attached a brief 
greeting and then mailed off 
the card to his friend. The 
latter admired it and showed 
it to many people. But W. C. 
Dobson, who became one of 
England’s distinguished paint-, 
ers. never realized what he 
had started. He had designed 
the first Chrh«tmas card on 
record?

As Einar HolboJl was sort¬ 
ing mail In the Copenhagen 
post office In the year 1903. 
he mu.st have been stirred by 
the kindly spirit of the sea¬ 
son. Into his Imagination 
there flashed a picture of all 
those letters and packages 
carrying a special Yuletide 
seal, sold to raise nioney for 
children sick with " tubercu¬ 
losis. The Danish postal clerk 
told others of Jils Idea and im¬ 
mediately they became en¬ 


thusiastic. Denmark's leading 
citizens backed It up and Kirw 
Christain gmve it his official 
endorsement. In 1904, the 
first year the piristmas seal 
appealed. ] qaore than lour 
million w'^' sold; A total of 
$41,000 set aside lor the 
aid of tuberculosis victims. 
From Denmark, the plan 
spread to Sweden and Nor¬ 
way. and in 1907 the VJS. took 
it up. There are now over 
50 countries which use the 
Christmas seal lor this life- 
saving charity’, with receipts 
running into the millions of 
dollars.

Xo saint of the early Christ¬ 
ian church loved Christmas- 
more than St. Francis. At 
Greccio. a liXl\e mountain 
liamlet in Italy, he started a 
custom that spread all over 
the world. In the year 1223, 
as the- Fcpua of the Nativity 
approached. Francis carried 
out an original plan. His fol¬ 
lower. Giovanni, was told to 
borrow an ox and a donkey, 
along with all the fittings of 
a stable, lor use near the 
church. Then, when Christ¬ 
mas Eve arrived. Francis and 
his brethren arranged these in 
a reali.stic presentation of the 
scene in the manger stable at 
Bethlehem. The manger was 
stacked with hay, the animals 
were In their proper places, 
and everything w’as as it had 
been on the night of the 


shepiserd's ailoratkin of the 
Holy Family cevMuries before. 
Hymns were sung. Francis 
spoke to the villagers and sn 
atmospheie of devotion sur- ' 
itHinded Ihe creche. The 
l>eople of the neighborhood re- 
njembeied It for long after- 
wsid. To this day, during the 
Chiistman season, the same 
scene Is recreated, not alone 
in southeiifi Italy, but all over 
Chriatcndoni.

the agreements and deeds 
directly from the Hudson's 
Bay Company to the purchas¬ 
ers, and let me have the 
money realized at the auc¬ 
tion, BO I can go ahead w'ith 
the construction work across 
the Bay. I will vacate the 
Interest of the Crown in the 
pioperty—and you know that 
It was definitely set aside for 
public purposes.** 

“Yes, the Crown can occupy 
the land for all time, but it 
can not sell,** Dallas com- 
mei.ted, and he agreed to the 
Governor’s suggestion with¬ 
out further di-scussion. 

So. as advertised, the sale 
proceeded, the only* change 
being that .sales were re¬ 
ceipted. agreements and plans 
pledged for conveyance from 
the company to the purcha.ser. 
It was an interesting auction. 
The premises where it wa.s 
held were crowded. Auc¬ 
tioneer Backus was In good 
fcrm, and buyers were 
anxious to obtain sucji fine 


locations, (hough-the lots were 
small in size. The .survey plan 
show’ed that some tew lots 
were retained by the Crow’n 
and a narrow roadwTiy had 
been provided for along the 
west side of Blan.chard’s 
house, and .south from Lang¬ 
ley’s drugstore on Yate*. to 
the northern wall of the fort.

The lowest prk*e was $525 
paid by A. F. Main for one 
of the smallest parrels.

There was little giving of pre>icnt.s which may 
have lM*en JiikI as well, for there's little doubt this 
nistoni has become a chore, and a costly one, that 
most peofde would j«]st as soon forget. 

Christmas in the Victoria of old was a happy, 
friendly time; everyone knew e\epone else, so to 
speak, and the street comers were throngd r«eh 
day, and in the evenings, with neighborly folk who 
gossified and argned polities, and generally passed 
the time of day. 

It was the cMstom of the time for the men to 
do most of the Christmas shopping, for such shop¬ 
ping comprised groceries, iiiea>t.s, and liquors. Few 
ladies were ever seen in such stores, hence they' 
became sort cd gcjitleffneii*s clubs. 

The women of tfoe|rUce made their own plum 
p«iddings and cakes, and hurried to concerts and 
ttie closing rxen ises at the M*hools of their childrea. 

It was a busy time, then as now, though per- 
ha{»s then there was a little faore leisure. But proh- 
ahl> people then thought they were doing too much 
and that the eit'xens of .VI years before them had 
a much easier tin»e ^

One ChriHtanas Victoria was intrigued by this 
ad: “Bear meat —Goodacre and Dooley of the 
Queen’s Market, corner Johnson and Government, 
have a black bear on sale. It was shot near 
Metchosin and is the fattest animal ever seen. It 
w'lll yield several hundred pounds of delicate 
meat, and it lea.st 300 pounds of grease for ex¬ 
port to London, where it U prized atwve all other 
articles for pomaturti.” 

THE MIDNIGHT in t^e Roman Catho 

lie church always attracted crow'Js of'worship¬ 
pers. a^ in 1963: 

“A sol^n High Mass was said and sung at St. 
Andrew’s Cathedral Humboldt Street, by the Rt 
Rev. Bishop Seghers on Christmas Eve. A full 
choir was in attendance, the organ (which was 
formerly the one used in Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral was played by Mr. D. Palmer, organist of 
the Cathedral n a most masterly manner. 

•*00 Christmas morning the same Mass was 
^repeated . . . after Mass the choir adjourned to 
the Bishop's house, and were Invited to a sumptu¬ 
ous dinner, at which Mr. Charles Lombard made 
a suitable speecb, to which the Bishop responded. 
congraiulaMng the choir on Its proficiency and 
presenting Mr, Palmer with an acknowledgement 
of his services for the past 11 years.

The arhool Christmas prize givings were al 
way* well attended, sandwiched. In between the 


concerts and the bazaars, and the fathers man¬ 
aged to free them.selvcs from the butcher markets 
long enough to see their children honored. 

Prominent gentlemen of the time volunteered 
to act as examiners at the prize-givings. In 1875 
we find these leading citizens at the Reformed 
E|>iscopal Church prize-giving: Senator Mac¬ 
donald. dictation; Hon. A. F. Pemberton, English 
history; A. J. Langley, composition; Hon, J. D. 
Pemberton, maps and drawings; Rev. S. Me* 
Gregor, Scriptui-e; Mr. Peaise, writing; Mr. R. 
Ciidge, arithmetic. 

We read in The Colonist of this event: Rt 
Rev'. Bishop Ciidge pre.*lded, assisted by Mrs, 
Ciidge. .Mr. Smith, president of the grammar 
school; Rev. Mr. McGregor of the Presbyterian 
Churcli; Capt. Nagle and .Mr. D. Lindsay. A very 
interi^sting and pleasant feature w'as the reception 
by Mrs. Cridge of- a handsome gold enamelled 
brooch and cuff pins, the gift of the young ladies. 
In awarding the prizes it was found that two of 
the young ladies. Miss Edith Macdonald and Miss 
Maggie McTavlsh. were .*0 nearly equal in point 
of proficiency as to be both entitled to the first 
prize.”
